Involvement in the 
development of large- 
scale projects like the 
$200 million outlet 
mall in Glendale and 
the production of 
annual reports to cre¬ 
ate more transparency 
for the public were two 
of the highlights for 


Galloway. 

He said he is also 
pleased that he and 
his staff brought in 
annual budgets with 
tax rates well below 
the rate of inflation 
and at the same time, 
the town’s reserve 
funds have continued 

Galloway said he 
expects similar chal¬ 
lenges regarding busi¬ 
ness and residential 
developments, but on 
a much bigger scale in 
Caledon.

DEPOSITING SNOW ON ROADWAYS 
AND WINTER PARKING 

Residents are reminded that during winter weather conditions, pushing or 
blowing snow and ice onto or across public roadways creates an unsafe 
situation for drivers and is subject to penalty under Section 181 of the 
Highway Traffic Act. 

Leaving vehicles parked or standing on a roadway in such a manner as to 
interfere with the movement of traffic or clearing of snow from the roadway 
also creates an unsafe situation and is likewise subject to penalty.

Niagara^ 
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Town to give out $108,000 in grants next year

Seventeen organizations 
and events in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake are expected to 
receive discretionary grants 
in the town's 2016 budget 
totaling just over $108,000. 

The Shaw Festival and 
the Icewine Festival were 
awarded the largest amounts 


at $30,000 each with the next 
highest allocations going to 
the Friends of Fort George, 
the Niagara lazz Festival and 
the Red Roof Retreat. 

The Shaw Festival had 
requested a total of $50,000 
to assist with their market- 

visitors to increase tourism 
spending - an increase from 
the $25,000 awarded last 


The chamber of com¬ 
merce will receive a loan of 
$30,000 in addition to the 
grant for the Icewine 
Festival. The money will be 
used to provide program¬ 
ming every day in January at 
wineries that will include 
tours, tastings and events. 
Last year, the festival only 
received $1,000. 

Funding for the Niagara 
Historical Society and 


Museum of $97,000 will be 
included in the 2016 operat¬ 
ing budget, rather than 
through the discretionary 
grant process. 

The grant budget was 
increased by the same 
amount as the Canadian 
Price Index of .9 per cent. To 
allow for emergency 
requests during the next fis¬ 
cal year, $4,000 was left in 
the budget.

A quick analysis of the 
hands shows four possible 
losers as seen by the hand 
with the long trump suit 
(you) - two spades, the QV 

care of one spade loser by a 
ruff in dummy but from die 
bidding North has five or 
maybe six spades which 
means that South may have 


only two and can over-ruff. 
Ruffing with the AV will 

don’t want to draw an early 
round of trump. You could 
try to finesse the QV early 
but it’s only a 50/50 chance 
and if it fails the defence 
can draw dummy's trumps 
before you're ready to ruff 
the losing spade. 

The plan then, is to play 
two rounds of spades and 
ruff the third spade high, 
but how best to play the 
spades. The J* lead is a bit 
suspicious and could be a 
singleton so it’s best to play 
the spades to put North on 
lead. 

with the A*, play a low 
spade to the ace and then 
return a spade to the queen 
which is overtaken by 
North’s King. North leads 
the 10* (it was a double- 
ton) which South overtakes 
and returns a club for North 
to ruff. As luck would have 
it you've been given a heart 
finesse so you ruff with the 
9 V on which North discards 
a spade. Now that you know 
that South has the QV you 
ruff your final spade with 
the AVand finesse South for 
the QV to make an over- 

As you bask in partner’s 
praise you remember a time 
when you would just have 
drawn trump and trusted to 
the luck of a finesse rather 
than identifying your losers 
and coming up with a safe 
plan to make the contract.
